ART.  1. 

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be 
the  '*Sherbrooke  Toboggan  Club"  and  is 
established  with  the  view  to  encourage 
Tobogganing. 

ART.  II. 

BADGE  AND  COLORS. 

The  colors  of  the  Club  Badge  shall  be 
three  stripes  lengthwise  of  ribbon  in  Na- 
vy Blue,  Old  Gold  and  Cardinal,  respec- 
ively. 

ART.  III. 

STOCK  AND  SHAREHOLDERS. 

Sec.  1.  — The  capital  stock  of  the  Club 
shall  be  (1500.00)  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
to  be  divided  into  (100)  One  Hundred 
shares  of  ($5.00)  Five  Dollars  each. 

Sec.  2. — The  Shareholders  shall  have 
sole  control  of  the  management  of  the 
Club. 


ART.  IV. 

officers. 

Sec.  1. — The  officers  shall  consist  of  an 
Hon.  President,  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Hon.  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Five  Directors,  who  with  the  above  Offi- 
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cers,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Manage- 
ment to  conduct  all  business  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  2.  —  The  forecjoin^^  Officers  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meetinoj  of 
the  Club,  by  ballot.  No  nomination  shall 
be  made,  or  received.  A  plurality  shall 
elect. 

Sec.  3. — Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any 
of  the  fore.c^oing  (Jffices,  may  be  filled  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the   Board  of  Officers. 

ART.  V. 

PRESIDENT  AND  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Sec.  I. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  preside  at  all  meetin.^s  of  the 
Club,  to  see  that  the  rules  are  strictly  en- 
forced, to  declare  votes,  and  to  have  a 
general  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the 
Club. 

Sec.  2. — The  Vice-President  shall  per- 
form the  duties  -of  the  President  in  his  ab- 
sence or  indisposition. 

ART.  VI. 

HON.    SECRETARY. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  shall  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Club  and  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. He  shall  conduct  all  correspon- 
dence of  the  Club  and  keep  copies  of  all 
letters  written,  and  fyles  of  those  receiv- 
ed. 
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ART.  VII. 


TREASURER. 


It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
to  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  Club, 
give  a  receipt  therefor,  and  liave  chari^e 
of  the  same  ;  to  pay  all  bills  upon  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors;  to  keej)  an  ac- 
count of  all  receipts  and  expenditure, 
with  vouchers  therefor,  and  submit  at 
the  Annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  his  official  affairs  with  vouchers. 


ART.   VIII. 

BOARD    OF   DIRECTORS. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have 
charge  of  and  control  all  matters  affecting 
the  welfare  of  the  Club,  subject  to  this 
constitution,  decide  upon  the  applications 
of  those  wishinsT  to  become  annual  sub- 
scribers,  and  decide  all  questions  of  differ- 
ence that  may  arise  affecting  the  welfare 
of  the  Club.  They  shall  also  have  full 
powers  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  slide 
and  to  declare  it  closed  whenever  they 
deem  it  necessary. 

ART.  IX. 

REMOVAL  OF  OFFICERS. 

Any  officer  may  be  removed  from  office 
for  just  cause,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
present  at  any  general  meeting  convened 
for  that  purpose,  and  his  successor  imme- 
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diately  appointed,  notice  to  such  ollicer, 
and  to  all  the  members  of  the  Club,  hav- 
ing been  given  at  least  one  week  previous- 
ly, in  writing. 

ART.  X. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1. — The  Annual  General  Meeting 
of  the  Club  shall  be  held  on  the  1st 
Friday  in  the  month  of  November,  at 
such  place  as  the  Board  shall  decide  upon. 

Sec.  2.—  Special  general  meetings  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or 
by  any  two  Ollicers,  or  by  ten  shareholders, 
by  a  written  notice  to  the  Secretary  who 
sliall  notify  the  sharehcjldcrs  at  least  one 
day  before  the  meeting.  Ten  members 
shall  form  a  quorum.

BOARD  MEETINGS. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  i^ay  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  upon  the 
written  application  of  two  members  of
